INSULL IN TRAP 
AWAITING KULING 
OF TURK CABINET 


Authorities May Deliver 
Fugitive to U. §&.; 
Martin Insull Is Freed 
Under Bond. 


ISTANBUL, Turkey, March 29.— 
(?)—The Turkish cabinet, said re- 
ports from Ankara, was considering 
in special session tonight arresting 
Samuel Insull and turning him over 
to American authorities. 

Although the report could not be 
officially verified, it strengthened the 
belief that the Greek tramp steamer 
Maiotis had brought the fleeing Inegull 
into a trap—at least a temporary one. 

The vessel had not moved from 
anchor in the heavily-guarded harbor 
since her arrival early this morning, 
despite statements of ship’s officers 
that she would leave for Rumania at 
2 p. m. today. At midnight she was 
still here. 

It was reported Insull had hoped 
to land in Turkey, since a Turco- 
American treaty of extradition has not 
yet been ratified by the national as- 
sembly at Ankara. The report was 
that he was not permitted to land 
and had decided to proceed to Odessa, 
believing that he could obtain admis- 
sion to soviet Russia, since that na- 
tion has no extradition treaty with 
the United States. 

While Turkish authorities weighed 
the case word came from the States 
of the release of Martin Insull by 
a Chicago court under $50,000 bond 
pending trial. Martin is a younger 
brother of Samuel and was indicted 
in connection with the same cases in 
which Samuel is wanted. 


Contact with Insull by anybody on 
shore was absolutely impossible as the 
night wore on. Not only the Maiotis 
but the whole harbor, the quay and 
shores were under such close surveil- 
lance that one commentator remarked

Application for $43,000 
CWA Project.

fic survey of Atlaita wads 
Thursday by Miss Gay B. Shepperson, 
state CWA fund director, who signed 
the application which will put 250 


persons to work in the city within 
30 days, or as soon as the $43,000 sur- 
vey fund can be provided in Wash- 
ington, it was announced by J. BH. 
Stott, safety director of the CWA in 
Georgia. 

The survey will employ “white col- 
lar” workers for a period of about 
10 weeks to study traffic conditions 
in Atlanta with the view of reducing 
accidents and fatalities, and for better 
control of traffic flow. 

The application was drawn up by 
Jack Strouss, secretary of the Atlanta 
Motor Club, which is sponsoring the 
safety campaign; Mr. Stott and Kirk 
Hancock, director of the safety cam- 
paign. It was signed by Mayor Key, 
Miss Ada Barker, county relief ad- 
ministrater; Mr. Stott and by Miss 
Shepperson. ‘The survey already had 


the approval of Sidney Williams, na- | 


tional CWA safety director. 

Conditions as reported by the survey 
workers will be studied by traffic ex- 
perts in Washington and recommenda- 
tions will be made. The results of the 
survey will also be used by the CWA 
in a national cross section of traffic 
conditions, 

Jobs Provided. 

Jobs will be given 95 field clerks 
who will, together, be paid $14,250 
for the period; 80 office clerks, sal- 
aries totaling $12,000; 17 draftsmen, 
salaries $3,060; 20 junior engineers,

GEORGE E. KING SR. 
DIES AT HOSPITAL 


President of King Hard- 
ware Company Was Pio- 
neer Business Figure. 


Geen E, King Sr., pioneer figure 
. the growth and development of 
Atlanta and the founder and only 


president of the widely-known firm of 
King Hardware Company, died about 
2 o'clock Thursday afternoon at a 
private hospital. 

Mr. King was 82 years of age and 
had been in failing health for some 
time, but only in the last few weeks 
was his condition considered critical. 
He died of a stomach ailment. 

Last year Mr. King’s company cele- 
brated its fiftieth anniversary of busi- 
ness in Atlanta. He was a native of 
Atlanta, the son of Sarah Ann Stubbs 
and James Lawrence King, and at 
the time of his death resided at 1145 
Peachtree street, N. E. 

Mr. King’s first position was with 
a Baltimore, Md., house and ‘he travel- 
ed for several years before returning 
to Atlanta in 1882, to establish George 
FE. King & Co.. on Peachtree street, at 
the corner of what is now Auburn 
avenue, Atlanta then was a city ol 
40,000 population, and Mr. King’s 


next-door business neighbor was Asa 


Candler, who was beginning the manu- 
facture of Coca-Cola. Mr. King sold 
Mr. Candler the first kettle in which 
the now famous soft drink was made. 

The little hardware store Mr. King 
began grew steadily after the first 
year and now has many branches in 
Atlanta and surrounding towns. The 
firm is considered foremost in the busi- 
ness and is known throughout the 
south as one of the state's most en- 
terprising companies. 

In his own words, Mr. King’s for- 
mula for success was “work and wor- 
ry,” and never to feel satisfied with 
any job one has done. In the build- 
ing up of the business, he followed 
his principles closely himself and re- 
quired his employes to do likewise. 

Mr. King retained a personal inter- 
est in his business all his life. The 
company absorbed a number of other 
handware companies in Atlanta and 
expanded its quarters even in the face 
of adversity, for Mr. King always be- 
lieved in pressing forward. The head- 
quarters of the company is located at 
53 Peachtree street. 

The prominent Atlantan took an ac- 
tive part in civic affairs for many 
years. He had held membership in 
several civic and social clubs, but had 
not been active in them for; the last 
few years, because of his age and 
health. 

He married the former Miss Ray 
Jones, member of a pioneer Georgia 
family, who survives him. Also sur-

NEW YORK, .March 29.—(4)— 
Otto H. Kahn, whose operaiions in 
the field of finance wielded a power- 
ful influence on the early twentieth 
centttry, died suddenly today, He was 
67 years old. 

At 1445 p, m., the banker-patron 
of art and music slumped in his chair, 


in the firm of Kuhn, Loeb » 0 
which he had been a doniinating part- 
ner since leaving his native Germany 
for the United States sears ago. 

A clot on the heart caused death. 

Word that Kahn had died spread 
over Manhattan rapidly. But the 
banking firm made no statement of it 
until the steck market closed at 3 
p. m., fearful of a possible influence 
on trading. 

Though a bit weakened by age and 
recent ailments, Kahn yesterday and 
earlier today had appeared in fair 
health. He occupied early this week 
his box in the “Golden Horseshoe” of 
the Metropolitan—an _ institution he 
helped to build to pre-eminence in the 
operatic world, only to lose his grasp 
on its affairs several years ago.

(UP)—A decision calling for en: 
forcement of the minimum wage scale 
fixed by the NRA code was handed 
down today by Judge William Gray 
Knowles in the municipal court.

The 
young woman continued to work for 
the defendant for 16 weeks after he 
signed the blanket code and_ the 
amount she sued for was the differ- 
ence between what she received dur- 
ing that time and' what she was en- 
titled to under the code.

New Traces of ‘Lost’ Civilization 
Found by Scientists in Sahara 


ALGIERS, Algeria. March 29.—() 
Evidences of a rich jungle life in “the 
middle of the Sahara during pre- 
historic times were reported unearthed 
today by two French explorers. 

The scientists, Professors Gautier 


and Reyzgasse, of Algiers University, 


returned from the Tassili Des Asjer 


region 30 miles south of Fort Polig- 
nac with the statement that art treas- 
ures they had found in the barren 
sands surpassed in .cechnique rock 
earvings found earlier near Oran, 
Pictures and sculptures they uncov- 


| 


ered were interpreted as confirming 
previous traces of a “lost” civiliza- 
tion first revealed in the same region 
more than a year ago with the discov- 
ery of a fourth century caravan trail. ; 


The district of their explorations is 
in the neighborhood of the Asjer pla- 
teau, almost 800 miles south of Al- 
giers—an area of sand, dunes, sparse 
vegetation, heat. 

Once, however. it had lush verdure 


tures, of elephants, giraffes, ostriches 
and other creatures. 

Stone age axes and tools were used 
in making the carvings and rock pic- 
tures, Gautier and Reygasse reported. 


This art, described as being of un- 
usually rich workmanship and style, 
was said to resemble closely that of 
ancient Egypt and the orient. 

One painting showed eight horses 
and chariots, each with a driver, like

TQUOR VOTE APPROVED 
BY MISISSPA HOLE 


Dfys Routed as Assembly 
Passes Bill Providing 
Referendum. 


JACKSON, Misé, March 29.—(?) 
An overwhelmingly, wet house of the 
Mississippi legislature tonight ap- 
proved the compromise liquor refer- 
endum bill, providing county-controlled 
liquor stores under general state sn- 
pervision, by a vote of 84 to 41 

Under provisions of the measure, 
in effect a substitute for the senate- 
approved Roberts liquor bill, Missis- 
sippi voters would be given an oppor- 
tunity to ratify or reject the proposal 
at a special election May 15. 

Unsuccessful in repeated efforts to 
get the bill before the house through 
suspension of the rules, supporters of 
the bill awaited their turn on the 
calendar and when it was finally 
called up shortly after 6 p. m. little 
time was iost in pushing it through. 
Beaten back in all their parliamen- 


tion of the compromise bill, house drys 
offered little opposition when it came 
up on final passage. Only their lead- 
er, Representative Sam V. Purvis, of 
Union county, and Representative W. 
P. Mangum, of Rankin, spoke against 
it on the floor. 


SOUTH CAROLINA ASSEMBLY 
APPROVES 4 PCT. BEER 
COLUMBIA, S. C., March 29.—() 
The South Carolina legislature today 
gave fina] approval to a measure which 
would permit the sale of 4 per cent 
beer, instead of the 3.2 per cent brew 
legalized last year, in this otherwise 
dry state. 
The bill now goes to Governor Ibra 
C. Blackwood. He has not announced 
his attitude. 
The state law prohibits the sale of 
alcoholic beverages, but the 1933 legis- 
lature legalized 3.2 beer by declaring 
it a “non-alcoholic” product. 
Senator Hammond’s bill, approved 
53 to 38 by the house, amends the 1933 
act by substituting the higher content. 
Meanwhile, the house today made 
further inroads upon its calendar 
while the senate listened to Senator 
Cooke, of Horry, attempt to” prove 
1,033 charges of “ring rule” and a 
more recent assertion that some sena- 
tors “made as high as $1,000 in 
hotels.” 

Taking the floor for two and a 
half hours, the Horry senator said 
he referred to fees and retainers rath- 
er than “actual bribery’ when he 
made his statement last week. 

Answering a senate resolution “de- 
manding and requiring proof,” Cooke 
presented a list of legislators and 
state officials who he said had been 
paid substantial fees by corporations.

Chuck—An oven roast may be cut 
from the fifth mi} which is on the 
chuck. Steaks, pot ronsts and stew 
meat may be cut from the chuck. 

Plate—A cut known as short ribs 
is cut from the rib ends of the plate. 
These may be braised, The plate is 
also suitable for pot roasts, cooking 
in water, stews, and corned 

Brisket—Used for corned beef, 
soup, pot_roasts, cooking in water. 

Neck—Used for mince meat, stew, 
ground meat. 

Cuts of Pork. 

Feet—The feet are usually pickled 
and served with sauerkraut, split 
peas, or other vegetables, snch as spin- 
ach. They are also jellied and served 
cold in slices. 

Ham—tThe ham either may be cook- 
ed in water or baked whole, or in 
thick slices, or the center portion may 
be cut in slices of varying thicknesses 
and used for broiling or panbroiling. 
The butt and shank ends are cooked 


with vegetables, used for escalloped 
dishes, or minced for sandwiches. 

Bacon—May be broiled or pan- 
broiled. 

Loins—Loins are cut into chops or 
roasts. 

Spareribe—May be roasted with 
dressing or cooked with turnips, 
sauerkraut, etc. 


Brisket—Is cured as bacon. 

Shoulder—This. cut is sold either 
fresh as roast or shoulder chops, or 
smoked and used much the same as 
ham. It is less in demand than ham 
and is, therefore, less in price. Meth- 
ods of cutting the shoulder vary. 

Neck Bones—Are used for cooking 
in water, or meat is trimmed off and 
used for sausage. 

Boston and Picnic Butts—These 
vary somewhat in cut. They are gen- 
erally sold for roasts, but may be cut 
up into pork steaks. They furnish 
an excellent piece of meat at a mod- 
erate cost. 

Cuts of Lamb. 

Leg—Is most generally sold for 
roast, but may be sliced for steaks. 

Loin—Is cut into roasts or chops, 
When the kidney is cut with the 
chops, they are called kidney chops. 

Hotel Rack—Usually sold as rib 
chops. These are the chops which 
are trimmed to make French chops. 
It is from this cut that the crown 
roast is made. 

Chuck—Furnishes roasts, 
chops, stews. 

Breast—Boned and rolled for roast, 
or cut up for stew 

Flank—May be cut with the breast. 
It is used for stew. - 

Meat Sundries. 

Aside from the muscle tissue of the 
meat, the glandular tissues also fur- 
nish edible portions, known as sun- 
dries. ‘These should be included in 
the diet because they offer a way of 
introducing variety; they are reason- 
ably priced; and they have excellent 
dietary properties.

The manslaughter verdicts were 
those against W. A. Hanks, convict- 
ed and sentenced to serve 20 years 
for the slaying of Clarence Pearson 
at Augusta in September, 1932; Bar- 
tow Holbrooks, found guilty and sen- 
tenced to serve from 5 to 10 years 
for the killing of Norman Manley in 
Rabun county, and Charlie Schell,

When in the course of human 
events an animal species happens to 
run afoul the commercialized civiliza- 
tion of the white man, that species 
can begin to chart its hazardous course 
over a sea of extinction. There may 
be fluctuations in the population that 
lead men to believe that the species 
is on the increase. @ferbert Stoddard 
tells of such a thing, for example, in 
the case of the bob white, when the 


clearing of land and crude agricul-| lif 


tural methods led to. the increase of 
the birds through increasing the sort 
of cover that is necessary for quail 
habitation. 

Yet, for all this temporary fluctua- 
tion, the definite road downward is 
too well marked fer apimal life to 
continue in any abundance for a long 
period. The population is increasing, 
despite some fluctuation of its own, 
and will continue to increase. There 
will have to be more and more room 
for humans and less and less for wild 
life until the saturation point of the 
human population is reached unless— 

And thereby hangs the tale of this 
article, or there the article hangs by 
its tail, whichever suits you most at 
the moment. 

I am advocating right now a state- 
wide survey of available park sites, in 
which wild life is to be protected and 
preserved in a natural environment. 
There should be not less than 15 such 
parks over Georgia, and they should 
be separate and distinct from the na- 
tional forests and parks. I am hoping 


against hope that the Okefenokee 
swamp will become a national] park 
within a few years. Something should 


be done to preserve the primeval beau- | ¢ 


ty of that grand old region of the 
trembling earth. This one spot, and 
several dozen state parks, if possible, 
should be given over. inviolate eternal- 
ly, to the protection of vanishing wild 
ife. 

Not many years ago, the air was 
black with the flights of the passenger 
pigeon. The ivory-billed woodpeckers 
haze vanished from Georgia within 
the span of. my brief life. Whether 
they will ever return I cannot say. 
I can only hope. The other birds, in 
the main, have been able to hold their 
own, but in the face of that awful, 
inevitable spread of an overspecialized 
and overproduced civilization, our

Be it said to the shame of our race 
that we are exploiters and grabbers, 
getting our undue deserts from the 
despoiled wealth of the forest 
hills. With the exercise of ae 
little common sense, we can perpetu- 
ate indefinitely our wild life. But as 
sure as we set aside some area for 
wild life, a half-cocked congressman 
rom somewhere will repeal laws and 
set the region free for commerce. Are 
we intelligent or not?

his close friend, Louis Eckstein. 

In the firm of Kuhn, Loeb & Co., 
Kahn was associated in control with 
the Warburgs and the Schiffs. 

His Frequent Visits. 

Since the death several years ago 
of his close friend, Mortimer Schiff, 
his visits to the banking house had 
been less frequent. : 

In Wall Street circles, it was said 
Kahn’s practical retirement came with 
the lessening of the influence of in- 
ternational banking and _ financial 
operations, in the days of 1927 and 
1928. 

Like many of these operations— 
some of which, like the Northern Pa- 
cifie railroad “corner” in 1901, car- 
ried him into battles with the House 
of Morgan—Kahn’s manner of life 
was international. 

Too, his career was not that of a 
poor youth risen to riches. Luxury 
had always been his. 

The son of Bernard Kahn—a bank- 
er of Mannheim. who fled from Ger- 
many to the United States for his 
participation in the revolution of 
1848 and then returned 10 years after 
—Kahn was thoroughly educated in 
Germany, then entered the banking 
house of his father. 

He went to London later to work 
in the English branch of the Deutsche 
bank, visited America in 1893 on a 
business trip, returned to New York 
a year later to join the firm of Speyer 
& Co., and in 1896 joined the Kuhn, 
Loeb firm. 

Shrewd Ability Felt. 
From the start, his shrewd ability, 


'his quick grasp of details, his quiet 
|'manner of operation was felt “in the 


Street.” 

In 1901 he engineered with the late 
Edward H. Harriman the famous 
“corner” on Northern Pacific stock. 
James J. Hill and the Morgan inter- 
ests were seeking to retain control. 

Suddenly. Harriman and Kahn ap- 
peared with the majority of the stock, 


|forced it up to $1,000 a share and 
'made enormous profits. 


The Kuhn, Loeb firm always main- 
tained a position of prominence in in- 
ternational banking. And Kahn was 
one of the most frequent travelers 
across the Atlantic. 

With the*coming of the World War 
and America’s entrance, Kahn 
came a naturalized citizen in 1917. 
Friends described Kahn’s viewpoint

VETERANS ELATED 


OVER PENSION ACT 


U. S. Employes Fear, 
However, Payless Vaca- 
tions May Be Increased. 


Georgia’s thousands of veterans re- 
ceiving compensation. were elated 


Thursday over the passage of the in- 
dependent offices bill, which means 
more pensions for them, but the thou- 
sands of federal employes whose pay 
cut is restored in the same act were 
apprehensive as they sensed the pos- 
sibility that the president might use 
authority given him in the 1933 econ- 
omy bill and order additional fur- 
loughs which could more than wipe 
out the salary cut restoration. 

There seemed to be no doubt but 


be- | 


that the compensation of the thou- 
sands of veterans would be increased 
but the federal workers were still 
much alarmed, some of them pointing 
out that if the president desires he 
cannot only make them pay their own 
salary increases but the increased 
compensation to the veterans as well. 

Under the economy act the presi- 
dent can order furloughs up to 90 
days without pay each year for every 
federal employe, including the officers 
of the army navy and marine corps. 
Recently the mandatory furloughs 
were increased from 15 to 16 days 
a year. If the president desires he 
can increase the furloughs a few 
days more and more than make up 
the loss to.the treasury on the sal- 
ary restoration of the bill and, if 
he wants to exercise the full powers 
granted in the economy act, he can 
order the full 90 days and the sav- 
ings will more than provide funds 
for the veterans. 

Legion Still for Roosevelt. 

Captain W. A. Sirmon, state adju- 
tant of the American Legion, said 
Thursday that, while the passage of 
the veterans’ legislation directly ben- 
efited Georgia’s 90,000 survivors of 
the 104,000 men and women in the 
service during the World War by 
making them all eligible to hospital 
treatment in the event they need it, 
only between 7,000 and 8.000 ex-serv- 
ice men are drawing cash compensa- 
tion. 

In addition to those drawing cash 
compensation the act will restore to 
the pension rolls some 3,000 veterans 
of the Spanish-American War, Cap- 
tain Sirmon said. 

“The Legion wants the public to 
know that it has not broken with 
the president,” Captain Sirmon said. 
“We are more than enthusiastic for 
his leadership. We merely asked for 
what we thought was right, even 
though our opinion differed from his.” 


$2,000,000 for State, 


Estimates here Thursday placed 
Georgia’s total benefits possible un- 
der the new act at $2,000,000 annu- 
ally, evenly divided among officers 
and men of the army and civilian em- 
ployes and the veterans. 

John M. Slaton Jr., director of the 
veterans’ administration, estimated 
that $1,000,000 would be distributed 
among the veterans whose cases are 
“nresumed” to be traced to active 
duty, although not directly traceable 
to their service. 

The other $1,000,000 would be 
shared by the officers and men at 
Forts McPherson, Benning, Screven 
and Oglethorpe with a portion going 
to mail carriers, other postoffice de- 
partment employes, revenue collectors 
and those connected with the depart- 
ment of justice, the federal depart- 
ment of agriculture and other govern- 
mental bureaus. 

A Sidney Camp, commander of.the 
Georgia department of the American 
Legion, Thursday issued a statement 
thanking the eight congressmen and 
two senators from this state who 
joined with others in overriding Pres- 
ident Roosevelt’s veto, making’ the 
increased benefits to veterans possible.

One proposed that before the presi- 
dent changed existing duties on ar- 
ticles for trade pacts the cost of pro- 
duction should be investigated by the 
tariff commission and another that 
interested parties be given oppor- 
tunity to be heard before new rates 
were promulgated. 

Representative Cooper, democrat, 
Tennessee, said these struck at the 
“very heart and purpose of the bill.” 
explaining that it was only through 
broad discretionary power the presi- 
dent could accomplish the intent of 
the legislation. 

Another amendment by Treadway 
to provide for the equalization of cost 
of production of domestic and foreign 
products under trade agreements to 
be entered into also was defeated. 

Treadway, concluding debate for the 
republicans, said the democrats were 
“acting under the whip of the admin- 
istration and the brain trust,” and 
were being led under a dictatorship, 
but that he did not propose to be led 
that way. 

“We welcome a vote of the Ameri- 
can people on this question next No- 
vember,” Treadway said after review- 
ing the republican charges made 
through the long debate that the 
measure “would sacrifice industry, ag- 
riculture and labor for the benefit of 
foreign interests.”

Johnson tonight settled the 
E.-G. Budd Company labor contro- 
versy, working out an agreement be- 
tween the management and represent- 
atives of employes who went on 
strike at the plant of the Philadelphia 
concern last November. 7 

three-point agreement was out- 
lined in an announcement by NRA: 

That during the next 90 days the 
company will re-employ at least one 
of the strikers out of every two men 
hired. 

That men will not be laid off ex- 
cept in accord with the © recently 
drafted agreement settling the auto- 
mohile strike. 

That in addition FE. G. Budd offers 
voluntarily to undertake clean-up 
operations at his plant in order to 
relieve distress of some of the strik- 
ers, employing as many as possible 
for a short time at relatively low 
wages. 

Concluding the announcement was 
the’ sentence: 

“The strikers are satisfied with the 
above and will call the strike off.

In case of disagree- 
ment over the third member he is to 
be named by the state board. 


FISHER BODY PROTEST

here that pay on piece-rate work be 
restored to the scale in effect on Octo- 
ber 15, last. The rate, then 80 cents 
an hour, is now 61 cents. 

The workers claimed the company 
refused to bargain with them on the 
restoration of the scale in violation 
of the NRA clause. It was also 
claimed that the pre-unit rate of pav 
had fallen from 3 1-2 cents last fall 
to less than 2 1-2 cents.

Collins Says $800,000 of U. 
S. Funds Will Be Distrib- 
uted Next Week. 


Dr. M. D. Collins, state superin- 
tendent of schools, returned late 
Thursday from Washington and an- 
nounced that teachers of the common 


schools next week will get checks for 
their February and March salaries, 
totaling $800,000, the funds to be pro- 
vided by the federal emergency relief 
administration. 

Announcement of thh grant to 
Georgia was made Wednesday, Gov- 
ernor Eugene Talmadge early Thurs- 
day dispatched the necessary requisi- 
tion for the funds to Washington 
and it is expected that a check for 
the $800,000 will be reaceived from 
Adminstrator Harry L. Hopkins Sat- 
urday.

Bullitt Sees Ban 
On Soviet Credits

the Russian debt to America is settled. 

He told American correspondents 
today he believed the Washington gov- 
ernment unquestionably would consider 
the proposed measure, which would 
prohibit the granting of crefits to any 
country defaulting in debts owed the 
United States, applicable to the pres- 
ent Russian government notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the bolshevik regime 
itself did not contract the obligations 
in question.

; , plus accrued interest, and 
represents a loan made by the Ameri- 
can government to the short-lived Ke- 
rensky regime, which was repudiated 
along with all other pre-revolutionary 
financial obligations of Russia when 
the communists assumed power.

NEW YORK, March 29.—(#)— 
Disclosure by the federal power com- 
mission at Washington today of let- 
ters purporting to show that. State 
Senator W. T. Thayer, of Chautaugay, 
N. Y., had asked a power company 
for “expense money” threw into sharp 
focus the utility fight in the New 
York state legislature. 

Thayer’s letters, addressed to offi- 
cers of the Associated Gas & Electric 
Company, and its subsidiary, the J.

WASHINGTON, March 29.—(>)— 
With the approval of its rules com- 
mittee, the house prepared today to 
create a committee to hear the 
charges of Dr. William A. Wirt, of 
Gary, Ind., that there is a tinge of 
communism to some of the presitlent’s 
advisers. 

Republican members of the rules 
committee protested, however, that 
the resolution approved by the com- 
mittee for an investigation was too 
narrow in scope. It calls only for 
Wirt’s appearance and is not broad

HOOVER EXTENDS 
MIDWEST TOUR, 
DENIES ‘POLITICS’ 


KANSAS CITY, March 29.—(/)— 
Former President Herbert Hoover's 
trip from California into the mid- 
west, which has aroused speculaiion 
as to its possible . political signifi- 
cance, brought him to Kansas City to- 
night after a series of conferences 
with republican leaders in Kansas. 

He reiterated to interviewers that - 
he was merely “out visiting my 
friends,” and smilingly turned aside 
questions of politics. 

From his series of meetings with 
prominent republicans on his stops 
through Arizona, New Mexico, Colo- 
rado and Kansas, it appeared not un- 
likely, however, that Mr. Hoover had 
picked up some first-hand information 
on the views of party leaders who 
are looking ahead to the 1936 presi 
dential campaign. 

Asked concerning reports that 
there was a movement on foot to re- 
organize the republican national com- 
mittee, the former president said: 

“I am not engaged ig that busi- 
ness.”

‘Baked Ham Best of All Meats for Easter Dinner,’ Says Nancy

Nancy's family, Lois’ family, Elea- 
nor’s family, the Lacey family were all 
having ham for Easter dinner.

in the second place it required little 
attention on Easter Sunday morning. 
It was possible to go to church and 
still have a satisfying meal. And in 
the third place, it was not expensive, 
for the leftover ham nad so many pos- 


sibilities for after Easter dinners. 


The women each bought a ham, 
weighing about 12 pounds. They put 
it to soak in cold water and scrubbed 
it well, The soaking is not so necessary 
with the present hams, -ince they have 
been cured and prepared by a new 
process. 

But the scrubbing with a small brush 
and soda in the water is always a 


‘good thing to do. 


After the ham was scrubbed it was 


| put over to boil in a large kettle. The 
| water never went beyond the boiling 


| point because when that was reached 
‘the flame was turned down so water 


simmered for about three hours. The 


_ham was cooled in this water and then 


skinned. Nancy omitted the parboiling 


,and put her ham into the oven at once. 
|In her case the ham baked for ahout 
| four hours at low temperature. 


Then all the women removed super- 
fluous fat, whenever it was in thick 
layers. They prepared a mixture. of 
three parts brown sugar to one part 
cracker crumbs. This was pressed on 
the ham. Whole cloves were stuck in at 
intervals. The ham was put back at 
serving time into an oven and allowed 
to stay there for about three-quarters 
of an hour. By this time the sugar had 
melted and glazed the ham.

EASTER EGG CUSTOMS. 
Easter eggs may be formed of candy, | 
or they may be real eggs, hard-boiled | 
and colored. Whatever they are made | 
of they stand for the same thing—new | 
life. } 
Out of the egg comes new life, some- | 
thing to take the place of the old; and | 
each spring we see signs of new living | 
things. Little chicks are  hatched;| 
plants sprout from the ground ; polli-| 
wogs dart around in ponds and ‘pools. | 
Nature awakens after ber winter sleep. | 
The custom of coloring eggs goes | 
but no one 
knows the exact date when it started. 
In 1704 a Frenchman traveling in 
Persia reported that the Persians were | 
in the custom of holding their new 


” 


year feast on March 20 each year, and 
that they gave one another presents of 
colored eggs. 


We may go back much further than 
that, however. The folk of olden Egypt 
seem to have used the egg as a sign 
of joy in a festival which took place 
each year. 

King Edward I ruled from 1272 to 
1307, and a record of his household 
states that he purchased 450 eggs for 
an Easter Sunday, The price paid was 
“18 pence.” Since an English penny 
is about two cents in our money, we 
say that the king obtained 37 1-2 
dozen eggs for 36 cents. Thus he paid 
less than a cent a dozen! 

Speaking of a custom among people 
living near the Euphrates river, a 
writer states: 

“Their children buy themselves as 
many eggs as they can and stain them 
with a red color... or green and 
yellow. The sport consists in striking 
their eggs one against another. The egg 
that first breaks is won by the owner 
of the egg that struck it.” 

An old custom in Russia was for 
people to trade eggs on Easter day. 
A man would meet another, hand him 
a colored egg and receive a colored

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Basketball Has Come a Long Way 
Since Winter of 1891-92 


For a game which started out as a sort of soothing syrup 
to a 18 or 20 roughnecks quiet, basketball has done right 
well, 

There are, so | am informed, some 28 million boys and 
girls playing the game. And that is quite a leap forward from 
the 18 who started with it. 

It is pretty generally known that basketball orig- 

inated at Springfield (Mass.) International Y. M. C. A. 

College in the winter of 1891-92 and that Dr. James 

A. Naismith, of that college, invented the game, using a 

couple of Georgia peach baskets as the baskets. 

Dr. Naismith is a naturalized Canadian; the first basketball 
was an English soccer ball, and the Georgia peach baskets were 
the baskets. It had a sort of international background to begin 
with. 


I have always been curious as to origins, and so 
yesterday I asked Dr. F. C. (Phog) Allen, of the Uni- 
versity of Kansas, where Dr. Naismith now resides, if 
he could tell me the story. (Dr. Allen is here for the 
national basketball coaches’ meeting.) It developed he 
could. And most interestingly. 

‘There was no game for winter,” said “Phog’”’ Allen, who 
is a keenly set-up man with an ability to know what is a story 
and what isn’t. ‘“‘And there were about 18 foctball and base- 
ball players at Springfield College who grew so bored with 
doing nothing in the winter that they became quite a problem. 

“‘And so the college president, in desperation, called 
in Dr. Naismith and said something like: ‘For heaven’s 
do something to entertain those roughnecks. They will 
tear down the college if they don’t have something“en 
which to work out all this surplus energy. Invent a. 
game.’ ”’ | :

At first the baskets were placed horizontal with the 
gym floor and the ball was shot straight into them. But 
the ball wouldn’t stay there, and so he eventually put 
them straight up. 

And then he discovered that he could hang the baskets on 
the running track. The indoor circular running track had just 
been invented. And here is a smile. Or maybe a laugh. 

The running track was just 10 feet above the gym 
floor. The baskets were hung on it. And that is why 
all the baskets in the game today are hung just 10 feet 
above the gym floor. Had the running track been 15 
or 14 feet the baskets would be that height today. But 
as it is, there are those who defend the sacred rules and 
insist on no change. All because a running track, in 
the winter of 1891-92, was hung that distance in the 
air. 

Most of our traditions, which we defend so lustify and may- 
be go out and die for, originate in just such a haphazard, care- 
less manner. But they pick up strength and reverence with the

Proposals for Changes To 
Be Passed on Here 
Saturday. 

By Al Smith. 

Most of the country’s leading bas- 


ketball coaches, whose opinions he has 
sought, are satisfied with present 


rules, George Edwards, chairman of 


the coaches’ rules committee, told the 


National Basketball Coaches’ Associa- 


ion yesterday. 

Edwards, of the University of Mis- 
souri, said some of the 
thought a few minor changes were 
needed, while others expressed the be- 


t 


lief there should be a drastic revision |" 


of the rules. 

Roy Mundorff, of Georgia Tech, 
president of the association, said at 
the opening session Thursday’ that 
rule changes would be brought up for 
discussion at today’s business meet- 
ing. The group will decide then what 
proposed changes they will discuss 
and vote on Saturday. Their recom- 
mendations will be passed on to the 
national rules committee for action. 

LACK UNIFORMITY . 

Lack of uniformity in interpreta- 
tion of the rules in various sections 
of the country is the main complaint 
of the coaches against the officials, 
A. A. Schabinger, of Creighton Uni- 
versity, said in the report of the com- 
mittee on officials. 

“Some object to two officials,” 
Schabinger said, “because often one 
works while the other watches. One 
official sometimes attempts to domi- 
nate the other in a game. Coaches 
also object to an official working too 
many games for one team.’ 

Leading coaches from all sections 
of the country except the Pacific 
coast, which is not represented, were 
present for the first meeting. Dr. 
H. C. Carlson, of the University of 
Pittsburgh, secretary and treasurer of 
the association; P. D. Hinkle, of But- 
ler University, and Nat Holman, 
coach of the City College of New York 
team, were among the eastern repre- 
sentatives. 

COACHES HERE. 

Midwestern coaches here includeé 
H. G. Olsen, of Ohio State Univer- 
sity, a former president; Craig Ruby, 
of the University of Illinois; W. H 
Browne, of Nebraska; F. C. (Phog) 
Allen, of the University of Kansas; 
Bill Chandler, of Marquette, and 
George Keogan, of Notre Dame. 

Keogan, whose Irish team won 20 
out of 24 games this season, said he 
was here to battle any changes in 
the rules. The Notre Dame coach 
thinks the game is all right as it is. 

Hank Crisp, coach of the University 
of Alabama’s Southeastern conference 
champions; Rex Enright, of Georgia; 
Ray Sirmon, of North Carolina State; 
Adolph Rupp, of Kentucky, and Ben 
Clemons, of Florida, are southern 
coaches in attendance at the meet- 


ing. 

Willard Witte, of the University of 
Wyoming, is a representative of the 
far west.

Dr. Dolf Rupp, of Old Kaintuck, whose basketball teams have been 
more or less sensational for four years, playing easily the best basket- 
ball the south has seen, has been misquoted. 

The big fellow was written into a lot of news stories as being un- 
alterably opposed to the annual basketball tournament which has been 
held in Atlanta for something like a dozen years. 

I found him genial and conversationally inclined yesterday at the 
national basketball coaches’ meeting. 


He is opposed to the tournament?

title. 
GOOD RECORD. 


There is a great deal on this side of 
the argument.

“On the way down to the Florida

Sales of Stores Show 
Big Increase in N. Y. 


NEW YORK, March 29.—UP)—To- 
tal sales of department stores in the 
New York metropolitan area during 
the first half of March were 36 per 
cent larger than in the corresponding 
period last year, the monthly review 
of business conditions of the New 
York Federal Reserve bank says. 

“This substantial advance,” the re- 
view says, “is accounted for in part 
by the banking holiday in March, 1938, 
but nevertheless indicates a more than 
seasonal increase in retail trade dur- 
ing the past month.” 

Total February sales of reporting de- 
partment stores in the entire reserve 
district, the survey says, were about 
6 1-2 per cent larger than in the same 
month last year. The increase in sales 
of the Buffalo stores was the largest 
since AuguSt, 1933, and for other north- 
ern New York state stores the increasé 
in. February was the largest since 
October, 1928. 

The total dollar ‘sales of reporting 
wholesale firms in the entire district, 
the review says, averaged 45 per cent 
higher in February than in the same 
month in 1933. Stocks held by grocery 
and hardware firms showed substan- 
tial increases also.

Early demand came from the trade, 
Liverpool, Wall Street and wire 
houses and offerings were limited. 

Receipt of news early in the aft- 
ernoon that the senate had passed 
the Bankhead bill brought in a good 
volume of buying from local sources, 
but the rally attracted profit-taking 
and reactions of 13 to 15 points fol- 
lowed.

Demand Increases. 

Outside demand increased, how- 
ever, in the late trading as the news 
of the Bankhead bill passage became 
more generally known. May rose to 
12.03 and October to 12.29, and final 
prices were at or within a few points 
of the best. 

Opinion concerning the Bankhead 
bill was withheld in some quarters 
pending possible revisions in confer- 
ence, owing to-differences in the pro- 
visions as passed by the house and 
the senate.

The overriding of the presidential 
veto on the independent offices ap- 
propriation bill led some to consider 
the possibility of inflationary devel- 
opments to provide for increased rey- 
enues, 

Advices from the cotton goods mar- 
ket indicated a continuation of quiet 
conditions, and although a somewhat 
better inquiry for spot cotton was 
reported, actual business in the south 
was still said to be small.
